Conclusions and rccommendalio'ns 


in the report on the Enforcement of 
the Prohibition Laws of the United, 
Slates: 


1. The commission is opposed to 


repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 


2. The commission is opposed to the 


restoration in any manner of the legal- 
ized saloon. 


3. 
The commission is opposed to 


the federal or state governments, as 
such, going into the liquor business. 


4. 
The commission is opposed to 


the proposal to modify the national 
prohibition act so as to permit manu- 
lacturc and sale of light wines or 
beer. 


5. The commission is of opinion that 


the cooperation of the states is an es- 
sential clement in the enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendment and the 
national prohibition act throughout 
the territory of the United Slates; 
that the support of public opinion in 
the several states is necessary in ord- 
er to insure such cooperation.

10. Some of the commission arc not 


convinced that prohibition under the 
eighteenth amendment is unenforce- 
able and believe that a further trial 
should be made with the help of the 
recommended improvements, and that 
if after such trial effective enforce- 
ment if; not secured there should be 
a revision of the amendment. Others 
ol the commission are convinced that 
it has been demonstrated that prohibi- 
tion under the eighteenth amendment 
\F unenforceable and that the amend- 
ment should be immediately revised, 
but recognizing that the process of 
amendment will require some lime, 
they unite in the recommendations of 
conclusion No. 9 for the improvement 
of the enforcement agencies. 


Suggested Change 


11. All the commission agree that if 


the amendment is revised it should 
bo made to read substantially as fol- 
lows: 


"Section 1. The congress shall have 


power to regulate or to prohibit the 
mnnufactur, traffic in or transporta- 
tion of intoxicating liquors within, the 


importation thereof into and the ex- 
portation thereof from

States and all territory subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof for scverage pur- 
poses. 


12. The recommendations

crease in the personnel of the customs 
bureau and in the equipment of all 
enforcement organizations.

'" "4. Enactment of a statute lauthoriz- 
ing regulations permitting access to the 
premises and records of wholesale and 
retail dealers so as to make it pos- 
sible to trace products of specially 
denatured alcohol to the ultimate con- 
sumer. 


"5. Enactment of legislation to pro- 


hibit independent denaturing plants. 


"6. The commission is opposed to 


legislation allowing more latitude for 
federal searches and seizures. 


"7. The commission renews the rec- 


ommendation contained in its previous 
reports for codification of the National 
Prohibition act and the supplemen- 
tal to and in amendment thereof. 


"S. The commission renews its rec- 


ommendation of legislation for mak- 
ing procedure in the socallcd padlock 
injunction cases more effective. 


"9. The commission 
recommends 


legislation providing a model of pros- 
ecuting petty offenses in the federal 
courts and modifying 
the increased 


penalties act of 1929, as set forth in 
the chairman's letter to the attorney 
genera! Dated May 23, 1930, H. R. Rep. 
1699.

as follows: 


"The congress shall have power to 


regulate or to prohibit the manufac- 
turer, traffic in or transportation of 
intoxicating liquors within, the impor- 
tation thereof into, and the exporta- 
tion thereof from the United States 
and all territory subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, for 
beverage pur- 


poses. 


"This modification would bring the 


amendment into conformity with the 
traditional principles of our system 
of government By conferring power 
upon congress it would give to the 
amendment the necessary flexibility. 
The power to prohibit should be given 
to the end that if the proposed modi- 
fication is adopted the National Pro- 
hibition act would continue in forc2 
thereunder until congress enacted some 
other plan, thus avoiding any break 
in the system of control and prevent- 
ing the restoration of the saloon any- 
where in the United States. 


Up io Congress 


"Under the proposed amendment a« 


modified, congress would have full 
power (1) to continue the present sys- 
tem of absolute National Prohibition, 
or (2) to remit the matter in whole 
or in part to the states, or (3) to adopt 
any system of effective control. Since 
greater flexibility is one of the out- 
standing needs of the present sys- 
tem, this modification should be made 
even if the policy of absolute national 
prohibition is to be continued. 


"That congress should then create a 


bi-partisan national commission on 
liquor control, which should have full 
power under such laws as congress 
might enact to regulate and control 
the manufacture, importation, expor- 
tation, 
transportation 
in 
interstate 


commerce, and also the sale, as and 
to the extent hereinafter stated, of in- 
toxicating liqquors of more than one- 
half of one per centum alcoholic con- 
tent, for beverage purposes; and to 
exercise similar regulation and con- 


trl over alcoholic liquors for oil 
purposes, and of industrial alcohol, 
the full extent necessary to render • 
system of control of such liquors 
beverage purposes effective. 
'"' 


"The powers of the commission as 


to the regulation and control of the,jj 
traffic indicated and of the agencies 
created 
for the 
purposes thereof 


should be fully as complete as those ^ 
of the interstate commerce commission * 
over railroads and should in every re- 
spect be adequate for the purposes of 
the plan. 


"That congress should create a na- 


tional corporation for the purposes of 
the plan, all of the stock of which 
should be privately owned, or in. its, 
discretion a number of such corporar 
tions, such as one for each judicial 
circuit. 


Control of Manufacture 


"It should be vested with the ex- 


clusive right and power (to be exer- 
cised under the control and regula- 
tions of the national commission) of 
manufacture, importation, exportation 
and transportation in interstate com- 
merce, and of sale as and to the ex- 
tent hereafter stated, of all alc,6h,cilic 
liquors for beverage, as well as" for 
medicinal and sacramental purposes 
in, within or from the territory of the 
United States or subject to the juris- 
diction thereof. 


"The financial plan, of the corpora- 


tion, to be fixed in its charter and in 
operation subject to the control of the 
commission, 
should provide for an 


issue of stock of only one class to be 
sold at par, to be entitled to cumula- 
tive dividends limited to such rate up- 
on the actual capital invested as nug^ht 
be determined by congress, or with_its j 
authority by the commission, A ratQ* 
of not less than 5 per cent nor more 
than 7 per cent is suggested. The cor, 
poration should be permitted to re- 
tain from its earnings not exceeding 
2 per cent per annum on its invested 
capital. 


"It should be regulated by law that 


alcoholic liquors for beverage, medi- 
cinal or sacramental purposes of over 
one-halt of one per cent alcoholic con- 
tent by volume (.not including indus- 
trial alcohol) might be manufactured, 
imported, exported, transported in in- 
terstate commerce, or sold . . . solely 
by the national corporation, or its. 
branches. . . . The commission should 
have power to prescribe the alcoholic 
content of the 
various kinds 
and 


grades of. liquors. 


"All alcoholic liquors so acquired or 


produced .-hould be promptly placed iu 
bonded warehouses of the corporation. 


Control of Sales 


"The 
corporation should only be 


allowed to make sales and shipment 
of such liquqors in any sUitj to a 
corporate agency created 
by 
such 


slate, similar in general character to 
the nationn! corporation, for the pur- 
pose of the purchase and distribution 
and local sale of such liquors within 
the state if and to the extent permit- 
ted by the laws thereof. 


"If the state at its option .elected not 


to adopt the system it could establish 
or continue prohibition, in which event 
it would have to enforce its own laws

T is encouraging to read that scientists at Yale University 
are going to co-operate with a number of leading industral- 


J. lists and engineers to make a thoroughgoing study of human 
|/ problems in American industry. 


Professor Elliott D. Smith of Yale, in announcing the 


Study, after a conference with the men who will participate 
, in it, remarked: 


"The belief was expressed at the conference that most 


of the social and human problems in industry are but surface 
'symptoms of disorders deep?seated in the industrial struc- 
,ture. Unemployment, for example, is not a single disorder 
'but a common symptom of many, among others of seasonal 
f production, cyclical depressions and unabsorbed increase in 
* productive efficiency. 
., 
"The social sciences have been concerned to a large ex- 


*" tent fith the problems from which they string. Even when 


the Twman problems of industry have been studied at their 
orign it has usually been from the point of view of specialized 
fields, each science ignoring the others." 


The Yale group will integrate all their studies, utilizing 


engineering, economic and human sciences to tackle the prob- 
lem. An example is given in the outline of the way in which 
the industrial committee will study the introduction of labor- 
saving machinery in its human aspect. As Professor Smith 
points out, this is an important factor in such problems as un- 
employment, the laying-ot'f of middle-aged workers, over- 
- standardized jobs, occupational diseases and labor unrest; 
" yet so far no comprehensive effort has been made to under- 
stand it. 


Some such study as this undertaken at Yale is long over- 


due or a »eat many years we have lavished scientific study 
on about every phase of human relations except those which, 
in the modern world, are the most important of all—those 
centering in the industrial field. In this field we have bee"

The landlord took 
all our cotton, which was not much, 
to pay for supplies we got from him 
when making the crop. My mother is 
a widow and so am I. Mother is sev- 
enty- eight years of age and is sick 
in bed now. It alwsot breaks my heart 
because she has no nourishing food. 
We have two cows and no feed for 
them. Wo have not been able to buy 
any meat since August. If the Red 
Crosf will send us some groceries, it 
will have my prayer for God's richest 
blessings." 


Another letter from Texas; 
"Per- 


haps you have never had a letter like 
thiy one before. I pray to God above 
to fill your heart with a feeling for 
our terrible situation. I am the moth-

anything this year. No food on the 
place—only a few bales of cotton.

Com- 
monly used and ,well known crops, 
such ar, sorghum, peanuts, soybeans 
and cowpeas, corn, sweet 
potatoes, 


and other such crops may well have 
a place on every farm. New. untried 
crops may well be left untried until 
a year when a mistake may not mean 
so much. 


The need of cash early in the season 


may cause the planting of considerable 
acreages of early vegetable crops. The 
planting of such crops, if carefully 
planned and arrangements made for 
marketing will bring an income when 
it is much needed. Without careful 
planning for such crops, losses may 
be suffered which will reduce still 
further the money needed during the 
year.
